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MR. LYTTELTON’S CLAIM 


“WE have no intention of governing 

any country by force,” says Mr. 
Lyttelton referring to the sending of 
British troops to Guiana. 


It is not at all impossible that when Mr. 
Lytielton says this he believes he is quite 
sincere, but we do well to ask ourselves how 
such words sound to the people of Kenya, 
Nyasaland and Malaya, not to speak of those 
colonial areas where there are at present no 
British troops in active operation, but where 
there would be if the population began to 
assert intentions to govern theie aflairs in their 
own way. 


Mr, Lyttelton’s words must sound like plain 
hypocrisy, all the more infuriating if it: ts 
unconscious hypocrisy, to those who know 
that the framework of (heir lives is settled and 
controlled under the constant menace of the 
suppression by force of any measure that ts 
ollensive to the views of an alicn government. 


What reason has the policy of Great Britain 
and particularly the policies of successive Con- 
servative governments given Mr. Lyttclton to 
expect to be believed by the peoples of British 
Guiana or anywhere else when he says that 
we do not desire to impose our will by force? 


Britain’s governments have ruled by force 
peoples in every part of the globe. Until quite 
recently this was a boast that was insisted 
upon in our schools. ‘Phere is literally no case 
where we have led any people “along the 
path of greater responsibility towards manag- 
ing their own affairs” and without any com- 
pulsion have announced that we were ready to 
give ihem just as much power to control their 
own fives as have the people of Brituin. 


India is of course nol an exception. We 
are nut decrying the action taken by the 
Labour Government under Mr. Attlee when 
we say that the independence of India was 
won because the Indtan people found non- 
violent resiskince and a courageous accep- 
tance of imperialist. brutality an effective 
means of destroying the power of their rulers, 
fhe action of the British Labour Government 
was inspiring because in its refusal to con- 
{inue the attempt al a suppressive policy it 
rose above imperialist traditions.

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There would be justification for M 
Lyttelton’s statement only if he could fey 
ty casus where we had said to the people of 
the countries where we were alien tnvaders : 


We do not want to continue to govern you 
by force. We want to lead you along the path 
OF greater responsibility in managing your own 
affairs. You require greater education and 
more experience before you will be ina 
position to do this, I cannot be achieved by 
(his generation therefore, but anly by the next. 
What we must do is to see that the growing 
generation as a whole is given an education 
equal to the education given (ao the people of 
Britain. ‘This will take a certain period —-say 
20) years,

Until the expiration of this period we shall 
control your affairs while we give you help 
and training and bring your people the educa- 
tion that will make our departure possible. 
When this period expires—on such and such 
a date-—we shall go and you will be left to 
vovern yourselves, assisted by any help that 
you yourselves then ask us to give. There 
will be no ifs and buts about our leaving. 
We shall not require that you shall govern 
yourselves as we would prefer--any more than 
we feel we can require that the French or 
the Dutch people shall govern themselves in 
the way we prefer, We really mean that you 
shall manage your own affairs. You shall 
determine your own way of life. Here is our 
elearly recognisable ondertaking. You know 
precisely what you may expect of us.

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Wf we had said something Jike this and 
shown that we would act upon it, Hritain’s 
Colonial Seeretary might have some justifica- 
tion in expesting that people would take 
seriously that claim “We have no intention 
of governing any country by forces.” Nothing 
jike this has ever happened, and nobody has 
uny reason to think if is gy to happen 
either under a Conservative ar Labour Govern- 
ment. Js it any wonder that the peoples who 
are subjected by force to British imperialist 
rule believe that this rule will only be brought 
to an end when they defy it aad find some 
means of making their defiance ellective? 


The only means by which a Hritish Govern- 
ment could make clear its probity in’ this 
matter to the people whose lives it controls 
and who one afer the other are secking to 
assert their independence by rebellion, is to 
enuncisie some tangibls and testable plan of 
develapment to independence uttached to a 
clearly-stated time-schedule and proceed to act 
ypon it 


The bringing of freedem, and the means ta 
freedain in some such way as this is an 
casential cantnibution to the making of a 
peaceful world and if needs to be linked with 
plans for the development of the under- 
developed countries. 


The Plot

We could produce a much more inipressive 
list of examples armong members of the Briush 
Labour Party (despite the careful procedure of 
proscription adopted by that Party) and it 
would have just as much, and just as litte, 
relevance to a charge that the Labour Execu- 


tive was meditating a coup d’etat. 


Korea

it is clear, however, that the opening sessions 
will be concerned with a continuation of the 
wrangle about who is to attend, and it ts 
quite likely that this matter will have to come 
back to the United Nations Assembly again 
before the real conference gets a start. 


Very little interest is being displayed today 
in this conference. There is a sense of tragic 
futility about the whole business which 
eniphasises the sordid uselessness of the whole 
Rorean war. 


Day by day a little news gets into the Press 
which gives some indication of the lives of 
misery and fear that the  unrepatriated 
prisoners are suffering. 

There has been the tedious debate about the 
character of the accommodation to be con- 
structed for the explaining process; there are 
stories of prisoners refusing to be presented 
for the explanations to be made to them ; and 
demands that they should be brought by force 
and made to submit to explanation. 


On this last point it is reported that Polish 
and Czech delegates have walked out of the 
Repatriation Commission as a protest against 
the refusal by the Indian custodian troops to 
use force to produce prisoners for the explain- 
ing process. 


Reconstruction or 
destruction? 


While these things are happening a speedy 
expansion of Rhee’s army is in progress, and 
Rhee and his Government have made it clear 
that they will begin to fight again if they do 
not get what they want, and what they want 
is what they obviously cannot be given as a 
result of negotiations for peace. Similarly in 
the North great cfforts are being made to 
build up the North Korean army with what 
manpower has been left available in that 
terribly destroyed area. 


The USA is pouring a great deal of aid into 
South Korea under its “ Mutual Security” 
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arrangements in the hope, it is said, that a 
populaven that is shown what peace has to 
oller may not be easy material for the develop- 
ment of Rhee’s war plains. 


At an early stage of the political conference, 
iit has the good fortune to get past the 
preliminaries, the UN vepresentatives would 
do well to seek to change the atmosphere of 
the whole approach by taking these measures 
out of the American Mutual Security frame- 
work and seeking an agreed plan for co-opera- 
tion between both sides for the reconstruction 
of the country as a whole, to which the whole 
world should be asked to contribute,

ASE week the Chairman of the US Atomic 
Energy Cotnmittee, Mr. Cole (he is a 
member of the fouse of Representatives) had 
something to say on Russian atomic develop- 
ments. 


lic was speaking to the leaders of the 
American Legion at Indianapolis, so it is 
hardly to be expected that he should appeal to 
any other emotion than patriotic fear. What is 
staggering is the extent to which he could 
refuse to face the consequences of the facts he 
was setting out. 


Russia, he thinks, probably by-passed certain 
evolutionary steps in the development of fis- 
sion weapon design and made a jump towards 
the early achievement of the hydrogen bomb ; 
he believes that research on the hydrogen 
bomb was begun earlier in Russia than in 
America, and Russian scientists have been able 
to procced with such speed that “ given the 
passage of enough time, which need not be 
great, and a rescarch and production pro- 
gramme of sufficient vigour, | fear that the 
Soviels may come to possess not five or ten 
of these weapons, but hundreds or even 
thousands.” 


What to do? “This J say most solemnly: 
If our hydrogen effort falters, as it must not 
and need not, the Soviets have it in their 
capacily to outstrip us--and outstrip us 
decisively--within a relatively short period of 
time.” 


What a blank refusal to face reality! What 
political bankruptcy! So if the USSR has 
sufficient hydrogen bombs to destroy all the 
industrial centres of the North American land- 
mass, the USA must have enough hydrogen 
bombs to destroy all the industrial centres of 
the Russian land-mass twice over; and so on 
in ascending progression, 


It is not a policy, It is an expression of 
thought processes paralysed by fear.

Washington has lost nq time in making it 
clear that it is very interested and supports 
the drastic action of the British Government 
In ousting Cheddi Jagan, constitutionally 
clected People’s Progressive Party Prime 
Minister, and suspending the Constitution 
granted to the Colony only five months ago 
as “a step toward self-government.” 


William Perey Maddox, consul-general of 
US over a Jarge part of the Caribbean, who 
was dispatched to Georgetown us soon as the 
excitement started, frankly told reporters: 
“The US is greatly interested in the security 
of the people of this hemisphere. I came 
here to keep in touch with the situation.” 


Personally, £ think it very likely that there 
are strong Communist elements in the Jagan 
Government. As a New York Times reporter 
wrote to his paper, the colony is obviously 
“fertile ground for Communists. [It has the 
prerequisites: poverty, racial antagonism .. . 
a soaring cost of living . . . low living stan- 
dards and poor dict,” 


But from here it looks as if what are often 
termed ‘“ Communist methods" have been 
resorted to by your Tory Government in 
dealing with the problem. 


Jagan's question, "Lf there ig any Com- 
munist ploi, why haven't its leaders been 
jailed and delails of the conspiracy revealed?” 
seems entircly legitimate. He charges that the 
laws his administration was enacting “ struck 
at the citadel of imperialism” and that the 
Governor did not wish to face the choice of 
accepting them or hy vetoing them to expose 
“the limitations of the Constitution.” 


Many here are awailing with intense inter- 
est news of what the Labour Party's attitude 
toward these developments will be. 


This showing of Communist or at any rate 
revolutionary strength so near to McCarthy's 
own shores will probably add fuel to a signi- 
ficant discussion going on here. [t has to do 
with the way in which the US is to pravide 
an adequate defence against a Soviet H-bomb 
attack. 

The discussion has gone on in an intensive 
fashion for so long and has involved so many 
top figures ia Congress and the Executive 
branch that [ find it difficult to explain it as 
anather propaganda exploit of the military in 
a0 altempt to get more money out of Con 
gress, especially in view of the continued 
obvious cifort of this big business Administra- 
tion to keep the budget down and cut taxes. 


{[ am convinced that the Eisenhower Admi- 
nistration has or believes it has evidence that 
the Soviet Union has made great strides in 
developing thermonuclear (hydrogen) weapons, 
perhaps also in aviation, and that it is dis- 
turbed, 


The debate as to what to do was set off a 
couple of weeks ago by Congressman Cole,

Cole is not an extremist and has not been 
regarded as a rabble-rouser. That his present 
key post and the information to which it gives 
him access have gone to his head may be 
possible but ig not yet proved.

We were resolved to tight 
against rearmament, 

Regrettably cnough, however. the attuude of 
ICE PU has been vague and ambiguous on this 
matter. They had been silent on our explicit 
request for qualification. Phey were vague on 
their stand on the military bases of American 
forces in: Japan which run into as many as 
600, It was further proved that the organisa- 
tion stiads more for the Western world than 
for Asia. Under the circumstances, we had no 
other alternative but to secede.

More than a century ago, in the days when 
divorce was only possible by special act of 
parliament, there was (as we have read) a 
town-clerk whose marriage was unsatis- 
factory.

"PSHAT is the kind of discussion which 

© goes on frequently between — the 
members of a highly unusual organisa- 
tion, the Society for Social Responsibilily 
in Science. 


They are a crowd of scientists and engineers 
who have pledged themselves to cut out all 
work, which leads to destructive ends and 
henceforward to devote themselves only to 
undertakings which will help, not binder, 
the progress of mankind. 


Such conversations as that overheard above 
fake place in the Small Tools Committee of 
the SSRS. This is a specialist group which 
concerns itself with working out practical 
ideas for coping with immediate bread-and- 
butter problems of under-privileged people 
anywhere in the world. 


But the motive is not merely of a bread- 
and-butter order. The scientists of the SSRS 
are not beady-eyed academicians lost in a 
world of formulae which does not include 
human beings. They realise that the business 
of living involves values and relationships not 
quite as obvious as are cabbages and bedroom 
suites but in the long run more important 
even than these. 


Partners—-not professors 


Thus when they go to work to think up a 
way of helping people they are careful to see 
that their methods involve no arrogant assump- 
tion of the inferiority of the way of life of 
the people they help. They recognise that 
among many of the so-called primitive peoples 
of the world are ways of living which it would 
be well for the civilisation of the West to 
recapture. 


Their offer then, is an offer of partnership 
not professorship, and in this the SSRS has 
recovered something of that essential humility 
and humanity which was once the distinguish- 
ing teature of a man of science. 


Their idea of social responsibility has two 
roots: first the conviction that no person can 
delegate moral responsibility for his work to 
an employer or state: second, that science 
should be used for constructive purposes only. 


Neither of these two roots is limited to 
scientists however. No human being can 
escape moral responsibility for his doings. This 
should be obvious and was indeed the basis 
of the argument used at Nuremberg in the 
prosecution of war criminals. Yet in the 
present-day climate of increasing uniformity 
this right of moral self-determination is held 
in question. The SSRS stands unequivocally 
for upholding this right. 


Tt is equally obvious that no human activity 
scientific or otherwise should be used for 
destructive purposes.

Castle Co-operators, Ltd, had made an 
aggregate net profit of £144,000, repaid loans 
made by the Government and paid out 
bonuses ta the workers amounting to about 
£2,000 for each original co-operator. The 
Company pays an annual rent of £2,000 to the 
Ministry of Agriculture.

A point frequently discussed is the definition 
of “ destructive work.” 


In the sctentific ficld it is contended cor- 
rectly, that the pure scientist is engaged only 
in the exploration of nature and cannot know 
to what use his discoveries may be put. ‘The 
metallurgist, working on improvements in steel 
production in peace time does not know when 
the steel industry will be used predominantly 
for armaments. In view of this uncertainty the 
SSRS decided to leave the decision as to what 
is destructive to the individual conscience. 


The important thing is, that the individual 
does draw a line somewhere, beyond which 
he will not go. 


Three Nobel prizewinners 


The SSRS is international in scope. But for 
historical reasons-—-it originated in USA— 
most of its members as of the present, are in 
the United States. However there are members 
in some 13 countries, spread over all con- 
linents except Africa. 


The membership includes some top ranking 
scientists—three Nobel Prize winners, 2 FRS, 
one past president of American Association 
for the Advancement of Science, one past 
president of the American Society of Mechani- 
cal Engincers. 


Activities of the SSRS are twofold: to 
spread the ideas of the SSRS is the main 
concern of the Educational Division : and 
fostering of constructive alternatives to des- 
tructive work is one of the main goals of the 
Occupational Division,

Germ warfare, used experimentally evidently 
disappointed the hopes reposed init by the 
Jate James Porrestal, when--in 1946, during 
ihe Nuremberg drial he established the 
Special Projects Division of the US Cheinteal 
Warfare Service, 

Extravagant claims were made, alimost im- 
mediately. for the results achieved. the CS 
Pharmaceutical Journal boasted that the €'S 
scientists, “directing a forse of nearly 4,000 
men.” had already worked out precise methods 
“of unloosing clouds of —discase-producing 
agents on men and plants.” 

Ihe News Chronicle (25.5.40) reported that 
“a method of spreading disease may be the 
new weapon, far more deadly than the atoniic 
bomb * awhich the US Congressman Albert 
Thomas told a Congress sub-committee is in 
US possession, [tis quick and certain death to 
a city, as the germs are highly contagious and 
the effects would spread rapidly. One operation 
would be suflictent. 

Mr. Thomas thought this put the US in 
enviable position.” 

My own reaction, published shortly after- 
wards, was "What viler atrocily has any 
nation, even Nazi Germany, ever been guilty 
of plotting against the human race in time ot 
peace? Chemical warfare! Against whom and 
for what purpose? Ifow can the cause of 
right and freedom be advanced by Mass an- 
nihitiation of entire populations? 


Although the New Statesman boycotted the 
book in which this appears, Mr. Kingsley 
Martin, WoL remember right, commented on 
rather similar tines, ft do not remember that 
the National Peace Council or the leaders of 
the Christian churches uttered any protest. 

Most sane people were relieved when the 
Archbishop of York recently had the courage 
to denounce napalm bombing, which is no 
less revolting to the conscience of mankind 
than is germ warfare. Does Mr. Leslie Smith 
(Peace News, October 9) regard this as “moral 
aggression and spiritual violence af a most 
sinister kind?”

U.N. AID 


@ OLWEN BATTERSBY reports the third 
session of the Quaker Seminar 


“ANHERE are sixteen hundred experts, of 64 

* nationalities, working in 97 countries, and 
the money provided for this work is drawn 
from 69 different countries.” 

These facts were given by Dr, Ivan Smith, 
Director of the United Nations Information 
Centre, to emphasise the truly international 
character of the United Nations Technical 
Assistance Plan for aid to under-developed 
countries. 

He was speaking at the third mecting in a 
series, on “ My Neighbour’s Bread” organised 
in London by the Society of Friends. 

World industrial production had increased 
by eight per cent. since the same two quarters 
ot last year, yet in spite of science and tech- 
nology the gap between the standard of living 
in the developed and under-developed coun- 
tries was ever widening. Consumption of coal, 
iron and timber were greater than at any other 
time in history, and unless new sources of 
supply .could be found, many key industries 
within the next 30 years would face an acute 
shortage of raw materials. It was within this 
context that the plan had to be studied. 

He stressed two points ; 

1. Aid offered to the under-developed countries 
must take the form desired by the receiving 
country, who must be free to pick and 
choose, modify and adapt. Any programme 
which failed to call forth the initiative of 
the government concerned, which did not 
fit into the normal cultural pattern of the 
recipient country, or which involved the 
continued presence of foreign experts, 
would be an imposition and a failure,
